strike settlement negotiations be- 
tween John L.. Lewis, of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
and Walter P. Chrysler, 
motor 


magnate, in Lansing. 


The last of the strikers ratified 


a truce at 12:35 p. m. 


The vote taken separately in 


each plant under direction of offi- 
cers of the 
United Automobile 


Workers of America. 


At 10:55 a. m., seven plants had 


voted ratification and there 
re- 


mained only the Chrysler Jefferson 
and Chrysler Kercheval to be heard 
from. They followed quickly.

Martin In Action 


Homer Martin, president of the

Comfortable 


Although the temperature has . 


been low, trailer folk do not com-

They have 


boarded up the sides of their trail- 
ers, many of which were built by 
the owners, and insulated for all 
year around use in any kind of 
weather. Mam' are equipped with 
coal stoves. 


George Stevenson, one of 
the 


trailer occupants, says: "I lived in j 
a trailer al! last winter, and during I 
those 30-below zero days we had it 
75 degrees inside the trailer. And | 
I only burned 57 worth of coal all ' 
winter. You can't do that in a six- j 
room house. My trailer cost me | 
about S25 to build and it is all In- j 
sulated."

Glovertown has its own 
store, ! 


postoffice, municipal light plug, its J 
own pump, wood pile, town hall, 
village life, collection system and 
unofficial mayor. In fact, this town 
is almost an independent com- 
munity. 


Work Nearby 


Among the residents of Glover- 


town are the Stevenaons from Ken- 
tucky, the Leffews from 
Illinois, 


the De Nures from New York and 
the Cohens from Minnesota. The 
men work in Beloit factories and 
expect to live in trailers perma- 
nently. 
But regardless of where 


they hail from, trailer folk at this 
camp are all "Glovertowners" now. 
They are proud of their little col- 
ony. 


The local store serves as supply 


station, postoffice and community 
hall. A small garage nearby pro- 
vides motor repair service twelve 
months a year. Trailer 
owners 


usually park their cars outside dur- 
ing all kind.s of weather; some- 
times the oil in the motor freezes 
and the cars must be thawed out 
in Uie garage. 


The trailer occupants of Glover 


town pay $3.50 monthly rent to the

ncludes electricity. 


In their spare time the wives 


of trailer occupant9 make things 
which they can sell along the road 
during the summer vacation rush.

factory. 
"So, 
instead of sitting 


here doing nothing all day, I make 
small baskets and knick-knacks to 
sell during the summer. When a 
blizzard howls outside, it is mighty 
nice to sit inside our trailer, listen 
to the radio and weave or sew. On. 
Wednesday, though, I go to a 
bridge party. Oh yes, we all have 
a fine time here."

West if the dust storms were not j 
checked, the federal government j 
began the planting three years ago ; 
of a "shelter belt" of trees from j 
Texas to the Canadian border. 


This scheme was ridiculed by 


some and made difficult by two 
unprecedently severe drougths. But 
'the government stuck doggedly to 
its task, planting millions of trees. 
Today there are 1,277 miles of 
shelter strips. 


High Number Survives 


Government workers planted an 


average of 740 trees per acre. An 
average of 550 trees survived and 
now range from 20 to 30 feet in 
height. Government silviculturists 
declare the shelterbelt is a proven 
success. 


"Experience gained thus far in 


shelterbelt and windbreak planting 
demonstrates 
the value of this 


type of work in the Great Plains 
region where an urgent necessity 
exists for an extensive tree plant- 
ing program," a Forest Service 
bulletin says. 


L 
An effective windbreak reduces 


wfnd velocity 10 to 50 per cent 
for a distance 30 times the height 
of the trees, according to Carlos 
G. Bates, silviculturist of the Lake 
State Forest Experiment station. 


Trees 65 feet high reduce the 


ground wind 10 per cent for more 
than a third of a mile, Bates said. 
The higher the wind velocity, the 
greater the percentage of reduc- 
tion by a good windbreak and the 
farther will the effect be felt, he 
said. 


An ideal windbreak, according 


to Bates, is the shape of an earth 
dam with tall trees such as cotton- 
woods in the center and shorter 
trees like elms on either side. Out- 
side the elms, cedars and low 
bushes should be planted, he said,

The gas followed a crevice 
around a soil pipe, entered the 
house of these unsuspecting peo- 
ple and killed them both, all with 
in 30 minutes." 


One man high in the fire depart- 


ment organization who requested 
his name be withheld said, "Unless 
something is done. Oklahoma City 
soon will have a repetition of the 
Texas tragedy. The present 'en- 
forcement of the pipe line inspec- 
tion ordinance is worthless." 


Firen>eii Worry 


Fire Chief George Goff admitted, 


"High pressure gas lines in the 
city are a constant 
source 
of 


worry." 


J, J. Lynn, assistant chief, 
is 


even more troubled. He asserted: 


"In any building in town, 
no 


matter how modern and no matter 
how well \*entilated, there 
are 


places where gas can accumulate 
in 
dangerous 
quantities 
under 


proper 
circumstances. 
The 
gas 


seeps through the ground, 
some- 


times for hundreds of feet before 
it escapes into the air. It often es- 
capes into basements and stays 
there in pockets for days 
and 


weeks before it is detected. Other 
times It 
escapes harmlessly 
or 


causes explosions. On damp, 
hu- 


mid days the danger Is doubled, for 
it keeps the gas closer to earth." 


City Manager Francis G. Baker 


announced a series of joint meet-

school officials, 
fire 
department 


chiefs and city fathers will confer. 
They want to investigate, particu- 
larly, the charge that "many of 
the lines through the city are rusty 
and were laid with

Municipal Counselor Harlan Deu- 


pree pointed out that the city has 
an ordinance prohibiting the dril- 
ling of an oil well within 300 feet 
of a school building. "The school 
board claims it is not subject to 


ordinance restrictions of this kind," 
he said.

to "synoptic" charts that give a 
general picture of the 
weather 


over the 2,000 miles between Ire- 
land and Newfoundland. 


The experiments were begun in 


London, but when they reached an 
advanced stage they were trans- 
ferred to Foynes, near which are 
the land and sea bases from which 
the Imperial and Pan-American 
planes will operate 
across the 


Atlantic. 


Accepted Theories Erroneous 
The work has shown that gen- 


erally accepted beliefs about At- 
lantic weather must be radically 
revised. 
Prevalent, for example, 


to the theory of a constant west to 
east wind, making all flights from 
Europe to America difficult and 
dangerous. This is generally true, 
but the weather men have discov- 
ered that there are many days 
•when conditions favor rather than 
hamper the westward flight.

RANCE is the first of the defaulting na- 
tions of Europe to encounter in its more 


realistic forms the resentment of the Amer- 
ican people over the shameless and con- 
scienceless refusal of European 
govern- 


ments to pay legal and 
moral debts 


amounting, to* more than $11,000,000,000. 
Until recently there has been a disposition 
abroad to regard the Johnson Act as an 
idle gesture, a legislative sop to public 
readily when circumstances demandedee 
feeling, a feeble barrier that could be sur- 
mounted'quite readily when circumstances 
demanded. 


Through the experience of France, how- 


ever, the other defaulting 
nations now 


learn that the Johnson Act, which prohib- 
its borrowing in this country by govern- 
ments that have defaulted on their war 
loans, is really a potent measure which 
guards the United States from the danger 
of being defrauded twice by the same 
people. 


Secretary Morgenthau's announcement 


that he had barred France from designat- 
ing fiscal agents in the United States to 
handle prospective American investments 
in a projected French billion-dollar de- 
fense loan is of vital significance. 
This 


proposal represented an obvious scheme 
to evade the Johnson Act by having the 
actual transactions involving American in- 
vestments in French bonds take place in 
France. The plan is scotched effective by 
Secretary Morgenthau's ruling. 


"When we enacted this law, we contem- 


plated a time in the future when these na- 
tions would come to us again for loans," 
said Senator Johnson, author of the law. 
"We foresaw that European nations would 
be snarling at one another and war would 
be in the offing, and that then they would 
Want another loan." 


European nations are now snarling at 


each other and they now want another 
loan. But the American people are dead 
against the use of American money for the 
construction of the new European edifice 
of armaments, soon destined to burst into 
flames.

'ROUND CIRCLEVILLE . . Hour by Hour 


The modern treatment of vari- 


cose veins by injections has been 
very successful, and besides re- 
quires a minimum of confinement 
or time off from work. It is com- 
paratively simple and easy for & 
trained physician to do it, and I 
doubt if there is any country dis- 
trict at the present time in Amer- 
ica where there is not at least one 
physician who has had experience 
in this modern treatment. 


Varicose veins may occur any- 


where, but are most likely to occur 
in the legs. They are tortuous and 
enlarged veins, made this way be- 
cause the valves on. the inside of 
the veins which keep the column 
of blood moving upwards to the 
heart, have broken down. This al- 
lows a long stagnant column of 
blood to accumulate. 


Besides being unsightly, the leg 


is heavy and feels stiff and con- 


ested, as indeed it is. 
The skin 


suffers from lack of proper circu- 
ation, and sometimes breaks down 
nto ulcerations. 


Caused by Prolonged Standing 
Varicose veins are liable to re- 


sult from prolonged standing, in 
occupations in which it is neces- 
sary for the individuals to be on 
the feet a good deal of the time. 


Prevention consists in removing 


any constriction of the leg, such 
as garters, which would tend to 
?ut a strain on the valves of the 
vein. They may be treated pallia- 
tively by the use of an elastic 
stocking, 
which 
supports 
this 


column of blood in the superficial 
veins and improves the circulation. 
Until recently the only radical 
treatment was surgical removal of 
the veins. This, however, was not 
always successful, and required a 
great deal of time ami discomfort. 


The modern injection treatment 


simply obliterates the veins with- 
out attempting to remove them. 
Its success depends upon the fact 
that only the superficial veins are 
usually affected, and the circula- 
tion in the limb will 
on in the 


deeper veins successfully if the 
stagnation in the superficial veins 
is removed. The solution which is 
used obliterates the vein so that it 
no longer acts as a channel for 
blood. This solution is injected di- 
rectly into the vein with a hypo- 
dermic needie. It can be done in 
the physicia.n's office, and the pa- 
tient can even go to work the same 
day of the Injection if necessary. 
No anesthetic is required. A num- 
ber of injections are done at inter- 
vals of a few days or a week. 


It has been successful in about 


90 per cent of cases.

rectly. If I had held a singleton, 
diamond I would have taken my 
two heart tricks before leading a 
diamond, so he played his 5 of dia- 
monds. Declarer won with the J. 
To go game declarer had to ruff a 
heart before pulling all dummy's 
trumps, or we would win three 
tricks in hearts and the Ace of dia- 
monds.

that I held either three or four 
trumps, or I never would have led 
the diamond before taking my sec- 
ond heart tr'.ck.

ROAD OUTLETS 


trie circles of highways, one direct- 
ly around Paris and the 
other 


within a radius of approximately 
22 miles, Joined together by five 
intersecting autostracies. 


Traffic Lanes 


Each autostrada will consist of 


four distinct roads, 
two 
center 


highways for one way traffic, each 
27 feet wide, which will be reserved 
for fast traffic, and two parallel 
roads for slower traffic. The for- 
mer will be 
virtually 
straight, 


avoiding ail towns and crossings. 
Crossroads either will pass under- 
neath cr above. They have also 
been planned so that no hill will 
exceed a five degree grade. The 
parallel roads will join up with all 
crossroads. The total width 
re- 


served is 100 yards, the roads be- 
ing separated from each other by 
a strip of grass. 


The same system will be applied 


to the outside circular 
highway 


and no corner on this road will be 
sharp enough to make it necessary
